Ottawa, with tho txeoptiun of one. 
if a will now mention tbis point, 
It Is tho prerogative ot tho Grown, as 
• u everybody, known, to make and conclude 
treaties with other uatioua. A treaty 
entered iuto and. ratified by tho Crown 
binds the nation without Iho neccBsity 
of obtaining the sanction ol 
the Lords and Commons. Thia 
is, broadly, tbo law of our constitu- 
tion, and upon this Mr McDougall, C 
B, ex -governor of Manitoba, a very re- 
' Bpectable and able, but somewhat an- 
■ / genial Canadian poliiicinii, based un ar. 
gutnont to tbo efffcOt that tho 
wholo Treaty, ir eluding the tishory 
,„.; clauses, in fuct, did conic into force on 
tho exchange of tho ratifications. Mr 
McDougall will press this point again 
iu debute when parjiamout me$ta. Tho 
■ text of tbo Treaty itself declares certain 
articles of the Treaty sluill bo ineffective 
uulil npproroil by the parliament cf 
Canada. Ratifications wore exchanged 
subject to that conditio! . It was a 
i.ooessary condition, boeuu&e, though 
tbe general irea'.y-rnuking prerogative 
of tbe Crown is theoretically absolute, 
tbo Crown cannot ol itself 
mako arrangements uileotiug national 
property without tho cpneent ol ibe 
■nation by its parliament. Nor can even 
the Imperial parliament of itself legally 
deal with colonial properly or rights 
without tbo consent of the colonhs. Iu 
tho case of tbe fisheries, tho fisheries 
within the Hunts of maritime jurisdiction 
were tbe property of tho several Biitibli 
colouies, and it was necessaiy to refer 
any arrangement respecting them to tbe 
.coloniuiaud provincial parliaments — 
legislation also being, ol course, requir- 
ed on tbe part oi the lmptr a! parlia- 
ment. Tbe Treaty could make no new 
law on this subject ; its text necessarily 
conformed to existing facts and iaW. The 
Crown could no more do what Mr 
McDoogull said it bad done than 
the Provident of tho United States 
could mako a treaty valid by 1ns mere 
signature without tho advice and con- 
tent cf the Senate. If Mr McDougall 
examines tbo protocols of tbo Washing- 
ton Treaty be will tee tint, tho treaty- 
making powers of the Queen and tbo 
President respectively wore naturally 
explained and quite understood by tbo 
English and American Commissioners. 
He will wasto tbo Lime oi Ibo House of 
Commons in uitcossing tho manor.
